Planning Board 
moves Friday 


In some ways it will not make any difference. seeing that 


there are to be no Planning Board meetings for several weeks. * 


But the Planning Board is going to move Friday - back to the 
old Town Hall which they left a dozen years ago, and, more 
specifically, back to the Town Hall Cellar, 


‘There is a new cellar, under that 
old Town Hall. All the interior 
walls, the cement floor, 
everything, was taken out during 
the past summer and a complete 
new installation made. New floor, 
new walls. It is like being inside a 
new office building, instead of a 
140 year old building that used to 
be a church. 

Everyone has room, now - at 
least more room than he used to 
have, those Cellar Dwellars, such 
as the Town Accountant. 

But that's not the way it will be 
for the Planning Board. Their 
meeting room will not be big 
enough, they will have to have 
some of their files elsewhere. It 
was that way a dozen years ago, 


too. 

‘The Conservation Commission 
will move too, to the Town Hall 
from the Mildred Rogers School 
Presumably they will do as they 
are doing at present - use the Plan- 
ning Board room for meetings. 

For the Recreation Director it 
will be a slightly different story 
Ron Swazey is going to move fro 
the Mildred Rogers School to the 
Public Library, with some of his 
files, but not all of them. The Town 
Manager is going to have to find 
room for those files, somewhere, 
but not into the Public Library, 
where Ron is to have his office. 

Presumably Ron Swazey will 
have the same office hours as the 
Public Library.
